settlement of individual claim* on both 
sides, so that sufferers by the misconduct 
ot England may bo counterbalanced by 
the British blockade runners.

The case against England was elat>or- 
ntely statedijnc?ading the Proclamation 
of Neutrality, and permuting the build­
ing and equipping of pirate vessels in 
British ports, which had the effect of pro­
longing the war two yeara, British ships 
and British supplies did their work, but 
eventually failed in their purpose, and 
the rebellion succumbed. He spoke of 
the great extent of our losses, not 
only oy the destruction of our ships, 
which was comparatively small, but in 
the destruction of the American carrying 
trade,and the falling off In our exports and 
Impqrts,'With due allowance for abnor­
mal'currency and the diversion of war. 
The above are a few of the points 
of Mr. Snmner’s speech, gathered 
from reliable sonroea. Mr. Snmner, in 
view of the circumstances, estimates our 
looses at 1100,000,000. When Mr. Sumner 
reanmed hla aeat several Senators briefly 
expressed their views in support of the 
speech, among them Senators Caaaerly, 
Soott, Thurman, Morton, Warner, Sher­
man, Fessenden and Chandler. The lat­
ter wanted the doers thrown open, ao the 
debate would be open to the pub­
lic. Mr. Fessenden,with others, express­
ed their satisfaction at tha temperate and 
instinctive views presented by Mr. Sum­
ner. They were such aa the American 
people would stand by conoerning this 
important question. The Senate rejected 
the treaty, fifty-four being opposed to it 
and only Mr. McCreery in its favor.

Milwaukee, April 12.
A dispatch from Houghton. Michigan. 

12th instant, say* that at 1 o'clock yester­
day morning a tire broke out in a small 
French saloon in the northwestern quar­
ter of our sister village of Hancock, 
which, four hours thereafter, resulted in 
the almost complete destruction of the 
village, with the exception of a few busi­
ness nou*es on the north and west, and 
the docks and warehouses under the 
bluff on the south. Every store, business 
place, saloon, etc., except the poetoffioe, 
Gibson’s tailor shoo, and a millinery 
store near Maaonic Hall, were destroyed, 
together with about fifty private dwel­
lings.

1 he principal bnildinga were the Ma­
sonic and Ht. Patrick’s Hall, Methodist 
and Catholic churches and achools, and 
the few buildings adjoining and lying 
west of them, and the warehouse build­
ings and dock under the bluflT on the 
Lake shore. The district burned over ie 
about sixty-five acre#, comprising six en­
tire blocks, containing by count one hun­
dred and ten occupied buildings, besides 
the papal number of barns and out 
houses. The buildings w°nl(l average 
over 12,TOO each. The loss is not far from 
s half million of dollars, with stout fioo,- 
000 insurance. Over two hundred fami­
lies were left homeless and lost a large 
portien of their effects by the fire, 
breakage, throwing, etc., last 
night. The most of the total lose falls 
on these poor people.

A meeting of the citizens of this coun­
ty will be held et 2 o’clock to-day to 
make euitable provisions for the desti­
tute, and raise a fund for their relief. 
Many of tbe^ families are In a pitiable 
condition.

All the richest endowments of 
charitable institutions in this country 
and the Old Worhl, as that of Christ’s 
Htmpital in London, where Coleridge and 
Lamb were educated, are almost nothing 
alongside of it. The grand and hitherto 
unparalleled munificence of Mr. George 
Peabody has been surpassed. Mr. Stew­
art, In carrying out his present benevo­
lent scheme, will expend $3,900,000, and 
for another and similar scheme as much 
more; $6,000,000 altogether. Think wf it! 
Six milliou dollars for charity, and the 
gift of one maul.. It seems incredible. 
But this is the age of stupendous events, 
stupendous progress, stupendous idea-, 
stupendous inventions, stu|ieiidous rev­
olution, aud stupendous charities.

General Assembly of IndlAsa.

Orntlcmcn of the Senate and Jloute of 
Heprceentatives: No one more sincerely 
than myself regrets the necessity which 
existed for convening Ik special session of 
the General Assembly at this time. The 
duty of calling you together at the earli­
est practicable period after the termina­
tion of the late regular session was so 
obv’ous that I do not Intend to occupy a 
moment of your time in justification or 
explanation of the proclamation in pur­
suance of which you are now assembled. 
By the resignation of seventeen Senatois 
and thirty-five Representatives, two days 
prior to the last legislative day of the late 
regular session, the General Assembly 
wss practically dissolved, the quorum 
being, by said resignations, destroyed in 
both Houses. When this happened, no 
appropriations had been made to meet 
the ordinary expenditures of.the State 
Government for the years 1869 and 1870, 
or for the support of the benevolent and 
ot her public institutions of the State dur­
ing t he same period. ,

The fact that the General Assembly 
has, on three different occasions within 
the last twelve years: been disbanded 
by the action of a minority of its mem- 
lors before the appronriations necessary 
to carry on the State government and 
meet the current expenses of the benev­
olent institutions had been passed, seems 
to imperatively demand that these abso­
lutely necessary appropriations should be 
so provided for by a permanent and con­
tinuing law that shall be placed beyond 
and above the demands and vicissitudes 
of mere party organizations. To this end, 
1 respectfully recommend the passage of 
an act providing that, whenever the Gen­
eral Assembly, at its regular biennial 
session, shall tail to pass laws making ap­
propriations for the ordinary expenses of 
the^tate government, and for the sup­
port of Its bevevolent and other public 
institutions, then it shall lie competent 
for the State officers to direct the Auditor 
of state to draw his warrant on the State 
Treasury lor the amounts necessary for 
the purposes, not exceeding, however, 
'he amounts appropriated for 
the same purposes for the last 
year for which appropriations shall 
have been made. It would be no difficult 
matter to frame a law of this kind so as to 
securely guard the treasury against im­
proper drafts being made upon it, and at 
tne same time protect the public interests 
asraiust. the consequences of a failure on 
t tic part of the General Assembly to make 
these necessary appropriations, In the 
i b-ence of such a law, whenever the Gen­
eral Assembly fails to pass the necessary 
appropriation bills, the .State government 
must either cease to perforin its functions 
and the inmates of the benevolent Insti­
tutions be disbanded, or loans must be 
contracted without the authority of law 
to enable those functions to be carried on 
and those institutions to be supported, 
think no candid man will dispute the cor­
rect ness of the proposition that when one 
hrai’cb of the Mtaie government fails or 
refuses to perform a clear duty which it 
alone is competent to perform, another 
branch of the same government should 
not by such lailure be left in a position in 
which it can not perform its own duties 
without assuming powers not conferred 
by the Constitution and laws. The pro­
vision I am asking you to make for 
all ihose ordinary and necessary expendi­
tures has long since tieen adopted in re- 
i-diion to the institution for the Deaf and 
Dumh.

By tii« law governing that In«tUn»i«n, 
ample piuvlsion is made for drawing 
iimney irom the Treasury for its ordinary 
< xpenses in the event that the Legisla­
ture should fail to make the regular 
l.i.inni <1 appropriation.

A : your l-»te session, in passing the gen­
eral revenue law, you wisely made the 
i ax a continuous one until changed by 
i i-.v. This w^s doubtless done to meet 
ihe eiintiiigeii/r-y of a failure to pass a 
revenue 1 *w. I ask that the same princi­
ple be adopted respecting such appro- 
priatinns as are absolutely necessary for 
tin* continuance of the.State Government 
and (he support of tho public institutions 
of the State.

I trust, now that you are again in ses­
sion, that you will, without distinction of 
party, feel that your first and paramount 
duty is to make the appropriations which 
the exigencies of the public service so 
inanilestly demand.

’i he Constitution of the State in terms 
declares that "it shall tie the duty of the 
General Assembly to provide by law for 
the support of institutions for the educa­
tion of the deaf and dumb and the blind, 
and also for the treatment of the insane.’’

Kvery member of this General Assem­
bly, in common w ith myself, has taken 
an oath to support the Constitution of 
which the section quoted is a part. Here 
then is a plain duty, binding upon every 
member, regardless of his party affilia­
tions or relationship. Now, shall a plain 
duty like this, concerning which honest, 
intelligent minds can not differ, be sub­
ordinated’to or made dependent upon 
any other question of party politics upon 
which there may be an honest and an 
earnest difference of opinion? I trust 
rot. 1 hope you will, with the least prac- 
tieablo delay, make the necessary appro­
priations. and especially those required 
to meet the liabilities already contracted 
by the Trustees of the State Normal 
School the Commissioners ol the House 
of Refuge, and the Trustees of the Sol­
diers’ Home. The managers of these In­
stitutions have been greatly embarrassed 
by reason of the tact that provision has 
not been made for the payment of these 
debts, and the gentlemen who have made 
advances for these Institutions have been 
put to inconvenience by reason of the 
non-payment of these advances.

Having, at tho opening of the last regu­
lar session, given to you such Information 
touching the condition of the State as 
was thought necessary, and having re­
commended such measures as were 
judged expedient, I deem it only neces­
sary to refer you to the message then 
oiniminicated, instead ot restating the 
same information, and reiterating the 
same recommendations. I beg, however, 
before closing, to submit for your consid- 
oration a supplemental report of the 
Trustees of the Soldiers’Home, setting 
forth the necessisty which exists for such 
>«u insiitution, ami demonstrating that it 
should receive from the State a more lib­
eral support than was proposed to he 
given by the General Appropriation bill 
which passed tho House at the last 
Session.

By I lie Kevenuo bills passed at tho late 
soh-uoii, the State Debt Sinking Fund tax 
was reduced ono-hulf, or from twenty 
cents to ten cents on each one hundred 
dollars in value of property, and the 
Siate iiobt tax proper was reduced one- 
fourth, (.r from twenty cents to fifteen 
cents. This is certainly a satisfactory re­
duction, and, if local taxation could lie 
reduced in a corresponding ratio, there 
would l»e little cause of complaint of the 
burthens of taxation. With this large 
reduction, the State will still be in a con­
dition to make all the appropriations 
contemplated at the regular session, ami 
increase the allowance to the Soldiera’ 
Home to the extent asked for by the 
Trustees of that institution. I believe 
that duty to our disabled soldiers, and to 
Hie orphan children of those who have 
passed away, requires this at our bands. 
A careful study of the facts stated in the 
supplemental report of the Trustees.will 
convince any unprejudiced mind of the 
necessiiy of such an institution, and of 
increased liberality in your appropria­
tions for its enlargement and support.

f herewith also respectfully submit for 
your consideration a supplemental report 
of the Directors of the .State PrisonSoutb, 
showing that, for reasons therein set 
forth, the finances of said prison are not 
in so favorable a condition as was repre­
sented in the late annual report of the 
Directors. This discrepancy grows out 
of the tact, us the supplemental report 
alleges, that the late Warden bad con­
tract ed debts on account of the prison, no 
account of which was contained on the 
book*, and no report of which was made 
to U»e Directors. Tins supplemental re­
port also n«ks «n appropriation lor re­
pairs; and shows that the number of 
prisoners is decreasing, and that Marion 
county should be re-annexed to the 
Southern Prison District.

Since t he close of the last regular ses­
sion, 1 have been informed by M p 
Ghee, Ksq.. one of the Directors of said 
prison, that he has accepted an appoint­
ment under the General Govemindnt 
(viz: Hist of Gauger of Distilled Spirits.) 
and has qualified, thereby vacating bis 
office ot Dtrec.or 6f the Prison. I here­
with submit a copy of his letter an­

ACHATE.

Tprsday, April IS.
The Lieutenant Governor called the 

Senate to order at 9 o’clock r. *. pursu­
ant to adjournment, and said In the opin­
ion of the Chair there is a quorum pres­
ent. The Secretary will read the journal 
of yesterday.

The Secretary’s minutes having been 
read—

The Lieutenant Governor—I see the 
Senators from Bartholomew, Allen and 
Cass, if they will come forward I will ad- 
minister the oath.

Accordingly Messrs. Lee, Carson and 
Laselle came forward and were sworn 
into efface.

RULES AND ORDERS.
Mr. Stein, from the Committee on 

Rnles of the Senate, reported the rules of 
last session with changes in rnles Nos. 
8, 20, 36, 40 and Inserting rnles 37 and 38 
of the session of 1867.

After debate thereon, the amendments 
were adopted—except the amendment 
proposed to rule 36.

On motion by Mr. Stein 200 copies were 
ordered printed.

The Lieutenant Governor announced 
that he should make no changes in the 
standing committees of the Senate, in 
reply to an inquiry by Mr. Armstrong 
concerning the printing of the standing 
committees in the rnles, which was also 
ordered.

THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE.
Mr. Church, from the Speciaf Joint 

Committee, appointed to wait upon the 
Governor, reported that it wonld be hia 
pleasure to meet the Houses in Repre­
sentative Hall, at 4 o’clock F. x. today.

PETITIONS.

Mr. Johnson, of Montgomery, present­
ed a petition praying for the passage of a 
law, abolishing April elections.

Mr. Case presented petitions praying 
for Abe prohibition Oi the liquor traffic.

EMPLOYES.
Mr. Gifford ottered a resolution, which 

w<ks adopted, authorising a committee of 
three to limit the number of employes.

SEATS.
Mr. Johnson ot Montgomery, offered 

resolution that seats be assigned by lot.
On motion by Mr. Wolcott, it was laid 

on the table—yeas 28, nays 14.
UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT.

Mr. Cravens, stating, among other 
things, that the Constitutional Amend­
ment has never been before this body, 
except as presented through the message 
of the Governor, offered the following- 
holding the floor to offer a concurrent 
resolution, the purpose of which be indi­
cated:

A joint resolution accepting and rati­
fying a certain amendment to the Con­
stitution of the United States.

Whereas, Congress has, by a two- 
thirds vote, proposed to the Legislatures 
of the several States, as an amendment 
to the Constitntion of the United States, 
which, when ratified by the Legislature* 
of those of the States, shall be valid, to 
all intents and purposes, aa a part of the 
Constitntion, namely:

Article XV—Section 1. The right of 
the citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States, or by any State, on acconnt 
of race, color, or previoua condition of 
servitude. <

Section 2. The Congress shall have 
power to enforce this article by appropri­
ate legislation.

Wherefore,
Be U Itexotxe'i Wy Aassm-

My or me State of Indiana, that said Fif­
teenth Amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States is hereby accepted and 
ratified on the part of the State of In­
diana.

Tho resolution having been road by the 
Secretary,

Mr. Cravens said—Now, Mr. President, 
the resolution is before this laxly, and in 
order to dispose of it for the present, and 
in order that it may not bo iu the way of 
legislation—

Mr. Johnson, ot Montgomery—Is this 
tho first reatling of the joint resolution?

The Lieutenant Governor—A joint res- 
nlntlon is not required to he read three 
times. At least it has boon the custom 
hern to read Joint resolutions hut once,

Mr. Cravens—Now, for the purpose of 
disposing of this resolution, anil getting 
clear of It for the present, and In order 
to fix the time when it shall be consider­
ed, I offer the following resolution:

Bexolved, try the Senate, the 11oner of 
Tleprexentntieen Concurring, That the con­
sideration of the joint resolution accept­
ing and 'ratifying, on the part of In­
diana, the proposed Fifteenth Amend­
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States, lie postponed, and mads the spe­

cial order for action at two o’clock p..m. 
on Wednesday, the eleventh day of May 
next ensuing, in joint aasembly of the 
two Houses, to be held in the hall of the 
House of Representatives, on said ila/, 
and at said hour.

Mr. Cravens—Now, Mr. President, the 
resolution explains itself. I demand the 
previous question.

Mr. Hanna—There is such a thing as 
fairness in the prosecution ot the buai- 
ness of this body. I hope the Senator 
will withdraw thejmotlon forthe previous 
question. There Is a proposition to raise 
a joint convention of the two Houses, 
anti that is outside of the understanding.

Mr. Cravens—If there is any under­
standing about it, I did not know it.

Hanna—I ask the membera <*f tho 
want to stop this

Mr. Gifford—(Iff hia seat) I desire to 
leave in caae thia is pressed.

The Lieutenant Governor—Tho pre­
vious question having lieen deni nded, 
the Chair Is obliged to stop the dis­
cussion.

The Senate refused to second the de­
mand for the previous question upon a 
division—affirmative, 17; negative, 20.

Mr. Hanna—I move to strike out that 
portion providing now for a joint conven­
tion of the two Houses.

The motion was rejected by yeas 20; 
nays, 24; as follows:

Ayes—Messrs. Bird. Bradley, Carson, 
Caven. Denbo. Gifford, Hanna, Hender­
son, Hooper, Huffman, Humphreys, Ja- 
qness, Johnson of Spencer, Johnson of 
Montgomery, Laselle, Lee, Montgomery, 
Morgan, Sherrod and Taggart—20.

Nays—Messrs. Andrews, Armstrong, 
Beardsley, Bellamy, Case. Church, 
Cravens. Kliott, Fisher, Fosdick, Gray, 
Green. Hadley, Hamilton, Hess, I£uilev, 
Rice. Reynolds, Robinson of Madison, 
Robinson of Decatur, Scott, Stein, Wol­
cott and Wood—24.

Mr. Hanna—I don’t want to act hastily 
about this matter. I want to make one 
ntore effort in good faith. For the pres­
ent I move to lay both resolutions on tho 
table till we can have a talk with our 
friends.

The Lieutenant Governor—It is not 
competent to move to lay two suhfecta on 
the table, but inasmuch as these seem to 
belong to each other It may be proper, 
though I am not quite clear about it.

The motion was entertained by the 
Chair, the yeas and nays were ordered 
and—

Mr. Andrews, when his name was call­
ed, In explanation of his votesaid I really 
wish to take no advantage of our oppo­
nents In regard «o this question.

Mr. Hanna (interrupting)—I withdraw 
my motion for the preaent, as several 
Senators say they want to he*r the ques­
tion discussed. He said the minority are 
ready to take up all the legitimate legis­
lation necessary to carry on the Affairs of 
the State government, and perhapa a 
great deal more, but stand here desiring 
to oppose the adoption of the constRu- 
tional amendment. He opposed the con­
current resolution proposing a joint com­
mit tee for the consideration of the amend­
ment or the Jlth of May, because it is 
outside of the arrangement made with 
men we consider honorable and who will 
stand up to their engagements, and con­
sequently wonld be a breach of good faith, 
etc.

Mr. Cravens regarded • vote upon this 
constitntional amendment as a part of 
the necessary legislation of the State, and 
did not consider the concurrent resolu­
tion a proposition conflicting with any 
pledgea or obligations known to him. He 
was not fully clear but that a majority of 
the Senate and House was the Legisla­
ture.

Mr. Scott was of opinion that a joint 
convention without a quorum of the tw o 
Houses was a nullity, and with that vb 
could not see that tUa proposition Was 
breach of good faith.

Mr. Bradley declared that what he did 
to bring In a quorum of the Senate was 
done upon faith In the verbal promises 
made to him personally by Senators of 
the opposite party, and he wonld regard

tho passage of tho raaolothm each o
breach of good faith aa to put it out at 
hia power forever to trust the promises 
of gentlemen from the other side. Strike 
oat of tho ooneanont reeoiatioa all that 
looks to a joint convention aad ho would 
be willing to see It pass.

Mr. Gilford came up hero folly in­
structed to vote and use his influence to 
prevent the ratification of thia proposed 
amendment, until tho people have had a 
fair opportunity to exprese themselves 
at the polls on the subject. He was in­
structed to resign at every full change of 
the moon, if necessary, to defeat this 
measure.

Mr. Hooper's view waa that if a quo­
rum should not be bore then the 
adoption of thia Conatitntional amend­
ment would be inoperate and void. There­
fore he saw no act of bad faith whatever 
in the proposition before the Senate.

Mr. Hanna expressed some doubts as 
to the legality of a ratification made by a 
joint convention, in an argument which 
he made on this point. When he had 
concluded—

Mr. Johnson, of Montgomery—I offer 
the following amendment:

The Lieutenant Governor—Before the 
amendment is considered, I would like to 
lay before the Senate a message received 
from the House of Representatives, as it, 
perhaps; ought to be acted upon before 
the adjournment.

The Secretary read the House concur­
rent resolution for a joint committee to 
secure the services of a minister of the 
gospel to open the session in joint con­
vention, this afternoon, with prayers.

The resolution was concurred m, and 
The Lieutenant Governor made the 

committee on the part ot the Senate to 
consist of Messrs. Hanna, Hamilton and 
Morgan.

The Secretary read the resolution of the 
House inviting the Senate to a joint con­
vention at four o’clock, to receive the 
Governor's Message.

Mr. Hanna—What would be tho ruling 
of the Chair on the subject of adjourning 
that convention to another day?

Mr. Church—I do not think the Chair 
called upon to determine a question 
which is to arise in the future.

Mr. Hanna—I have great confidence— 
The Lieutenant Governor—The Chair 

wonld not hesitate to give a ruling when 
such a question arises. I do not think 
that the Chair has any power over a 
joint convention.

Mr. Hanna—Under that decision I will 
not object to the resolution.

The Lieutenant Governor—Is there any 
objection to the consideration of the rea- 
olntion.

Mr. Hanna—I move to postpone its 
consideration till two o’clock.

The Lieutenant Governor—If there Is 
any objection it can not be taken np.

Mr. Johnson of Montgomery’s amsnd- 
msnt waa then read aa follows:

"Strike out all that refers to a concur­
rence of the two Houses, and strike out 
that part which refers to a joint conven­
tion of the twe Houses.”

Mr. Bellamy—The amendment is oat of 
order because a motion of that kind has 
been voted down.

The Lieutenant Governor—It is slight­
ly different and the chair will rule it in 
oftler.

Mr. laselle had not the least doubt but 
that if the Senate passed this resolution 
(be House will pass it, at the day fixed, 
whether there be a quorum in either 
House or not; that a joint convention baa 
the power to pass the resolution ratify­
ing the Constitutional Amendmet.

Sir. Church spoke in favor of the reso­
lutions, and at length against the princi­
ple of allowing minorities to dictate and 
shape legislation. When he had con­
cluded—

The Senate took a recess till £ o’clock 
P. M.

AFTERNOON SESSION.

Mr. Stein contended that the passage 
of the concurrent resolution did not in­
volve a breach of faith on the part of the 
Republican members of the Legislature. 
The members of that party are untram­
meled by any pledgea, and the Democratic 
memiiers came back to their seats, not 
upon the strength of pledges made by 
our party. Tney came back at their owa 
risk, without pledgea.

Mr. Hanna, m reply, urged considera­
tions against the adoption of the resolu­
tion.

Mr. Fisher believed that in the passage 
of tho resolution wo are acting in perfect 
good faith, and tor one he was unwilling 
lo yield to the dictation of the minority 
in this matter. He believed that a ma­
jority of the members of both Houses 
voting in joint convention in favor of the 
constitutional amendment would be suffi­
cient. What is wanted is a majority of 
the Legislature.

Mr. Gray should give his vote so as to 
bring about the passage ot the measures 
he itelieved the people to be most inter­
ested in, and thou was ready to take up 
this (^institutional amendment and vote 
upon it, whether we have a quorum or 
not.

Mr. Rice—Mr. President: I will take 
this opportunity to place myself right 
upon the record on the vote which Is to 
come up. This is the same vote we t<x>k 
this morning, substantially. It is varied 
a little, and comes back in a little differ­
ent shape. The question was new to me.
I tried to get information as to the scope 
of this resolution on yesterday, but could 
not do it. This morning the question came 
up. Without having time to investigate 
or think about tiiis thing, I voted against 
the amendment. I shall vote in favor of 
the amendment, now, and simply for this 
reason: I slated In the ISenale the other
day—it has been my view belore I left 
home, since I came here, and is yet—that 
the necessary legislation ought to be gone 
through with. The people ask it and 
demand it. I am with the Henator Irom 
Randolph ( Mr. Gray): there is legislation 
pending which nearly and dearly affects 
the interests of my constituents, and I 
want to go on with that legislation. 
When we get through with that, I then 
propose to east my vote to take up this 
amendment, and vote for the amend­
ment and dcxlge no responsibility.

But how are we placed? When we 
came back we found the Senators who 
had resigned here with credentialsin their 
pockets. They stood out from Thursday 
afternoon at two o’clock, till yesterday at 
four. At that time there was a prospect 
of the Legislature breaking np, and, I say 
it here fearlessly, it was the understand­
ing—and men who say they never bow 
the stipple knee and cringe to power 
were aa anxious, that I, or any person 
else should make a pledge. They would 
not do it themselves, however glad 
they would be for me to do it. It was 
the feeling of every Republican Henator. 
before the organization; and now, after 
these pledges are given—f did not give 
any absolute pledge, and I do not think 
any Democrat will say that I did, but if 
it had lieen necessary, had I been asked 
to pledge, I should have done it. I 
spoke to the Henator from Porter and the 
Henator from Laporte, and atated this 
position. I thought the amendment 
ought to he pushed off to a certain day, 
or indefinitely, until the necessary legis­
lation was passed, and then taken up.

Mr. Church, interposing—I undertake 
to say that when you state that every Re­
publican member intimated to you that 
they wonld like you to make these state­
ments to Iiemoerats, it is not true, so far 
as I am concerned.

Mr. Rice—You can not get up a quarrel 
with me. I will make an exception of 
the Henator from porter (Mr. Church), if 
lie disclaims anything of the conditions.

Mr. Green—Will the Henator please ex­
cept me?

Mr. Rice—Yes, sir; but I will not ex­
cept anjr more of yon. [Laughter.]

Mr. Kinley—The Henator from Wayne 
(Mr. Kinley) must be excepted.

Mr. Rice—No, sir. I say, as a general 
proposition, not that I spoke to every 
Henator, but you should feel it in the at­
mosphere of the Republicans with whom 
you talked. And, I say, the Republican 
pulse beat high all over the Htate for it. 
And, on tills Henate floor men went far­
ther than I—they signed a paper. I don’t 
blame them for that. I thought they did 
right if they could reconcile it to their 
sense of propriety. But how has it re­
sulted? That the Democracy, relying 
upon these indefinite pledges—these 
street talks that we bad as among gentle­
men, and tho written pledge of seventeen 
memiiers of the Legislature, they came 
in; and I say they have a right to say it.

What was the effect of my speech the 
other afternoon? I know it had a damag­
ing effect on me with some of my friends. 
But it brought several Henators to their 
feet who indorse the same poeition I 
took. Mr. Hcolt Interrupted me at the 
time. [He reads from the report pub­
lished exclusively in this paper Monday 
morning.]

‘‘Mr. Hcott, Interrupting—Do you say 
they had pledges from enough to control 
the action of the Legislature?

‘Mr. Rice—I so understand it. I say 
you stand upon dignity—

“Mr. Hcott, interrupting—I have giveiT 
an individual statement, and if they are 
not willing to take my word as a man of 
honor—

‘‘Mr. Rice—What individual state­
ment?”

Mr. Scott—I am willing to give these 
gentlemen all the time they want to get 
out, if they want to leave—if it iaone, 
two. or five days."

“Mr. Rice—That is my very proposi­
tion, and I want the Senate to make it 
here. And, this afternoon, we will have 
a Senate.’”

Mr. Fisher interrupted me in the same

nay. I indorsed the whole thing aa my 
course. Now,how does this thing s'and? 
After the proposition had been sent to 
the DemoeraCfoeaucns, It was withdrawn,, 
aad the Chairman, Mr. Osborn, returned 
to the Democratic caucus a letter, in a 
part ot which he says:

"And while they desire and seek noth­
ing bat a fair and undisguised coune in 
any set of legislation, they can see no 
good that will result from any additional 
promises.” /

What is the effect of that? Yon have 
got oar promteca already. But if you ask 
ua to go one step farther, we give no ad­
ditional promises. The paper waa with­
drawn. But that shows that the sub­
stance waa before the Democratic caucus; 
aad they aay, upon that they voted.

Mr. Gifford, in hia seat—That lathe way 
we understood it.

Mr. Bice—Then yon have organized 
upon what waa said on the street, and 
they said they would not give any addi­
tional pledges; and ao the inference is 
that the . pledges were binding in effect. 
They so organized and agreed upon a line 
of policy. They agreed to organize the 
House, and the Senate waa not to be or­
ganized until a resolution waa there 
passed to postpone thia Amendment. The 
Representative from Porter county intro­
duced the resolution postponing it till 
the 11th day of May. That naa been my 
poeition all the time, and men shall not 
come upon this floor and tell me that I 

’ bow the suppliant knee, and cringe to 
power, when, at the same time, they de­
pend upon my pledge, and your pledge, 
and, for the purposes of an organization, 
use os as a cat’a paw to pot these chest­
nuts in the Senate, and then face upon 
us. The crack of the lash will have to 
come from other hands on my back before 
it will be felt. It will have Uscome from 
hands clean and pure aa to having stood 
by the organization of the Republican 
party daring the last session. [Ap­
plause.]

Now, sir, what do they propose? The 
Henator from Wabash says that hi fret 
the resolutions are the same, and we cap 
organize and pass the Constitutional' 
Amendment, and pass it with the Dem­
ocracy outside, and it will be equally 
binding with a joint convention. 1 say 
no. I say not Doss it carry oat the as­
surances of Mr. Osborn that they desire 
‘‘nothing but a fair and undisguised 
course in any act of the Legislators?” 
Then, why (foes the Senator hold on to 
the propositions, the result of which is 
equally the asms? Why do wa sxpend 
so much Urns, when there is not a Re­
publican who comes out and aa; 
that the action proposed is 
a straightforward ana undisguised 
course: and was not ao intended? I say 
if the Democrats ait quietly by here and 
in the House, and let it pass, they organ' 
ize a joint covention with the majority, 
and that convention rules without i 
spect to them. I go in for taking 
square coarse. When I pledgs my word 
as a Republican, I intend, aa far as HfT 
action is concerned, that it shall stand. 
It shall stand let other Republicans do as 
they please. I consider myself bound, 
ami I nave now achieved the purpose for 
which I made the statement, and that is 
the organization of the Legislature.

Mr. Turner—Will the Henator allow ms. 
Mr. Rice—Certainly.
Mr. Turner—In this informal conversa­

tion of hia upon the streets, I will ask 
him if he does not now understand and 
believe that the real basis and foundation, 
upon the part of the Democrats. *nd the 
inception of their willingness to ome in 
and be qualified began with the debate 
which took place upon the pledges or re- 
marka that they would-—

Mr. Rice—I should judge they had their 
force. They would have had their effect 
upon me had I oeen in the position those 
gentlemen were.

Mr. Turner—I ask thia question for the 
simple reason that the next day, the first 
time 1 saw tbs Henator after he made his 
speech—seeing that he and others would 
agree to postpone this question—he and 
myself had a conversation, and I think 
in that conversation I stated that it was 
an expression of confidence we had not 
before—

Mr. Rice—I know that at no time did I 
utter any other sentiment than the one 
I uttered on this door. What effect it had 
upon the Henate and others I do not 
know.

I do not want to prolong this discus­
sion any further. 1 see a material differ­
ence in the two propositions. 1 am gil- 
ling, for one, if they resign to-morrow, lo 
lake up the Constitutional Amendment, 
and vote on it, and let oar action go as 
far as it may. But I shall not disc 
the proposition—it is not before us.

It is a simple question of right
wrong—a question of justice to the peo­
ple of Indiana. Your Htate officers are 
borrowing money to carry on the institu­
tions with; every interest of the Htate is 
languishing, and we are standing on a 
|xiint which ought not to block legisla­
tion at this time. If these gentlemen 
had stood aside, and we had passed this 
resolution to-day, I think it would be 
perfectly legal, and it would be legal at 
any time. What is the effect of it? 
You virtually effect the passage 
of the constitutional amendment to-day, 
because it gives you a power to exercise 
at a future day, which, if a sufficient 
number live and are able to get here, 
they can exercise, and they will. I stand 
upon what I have said—upon the pledge 
ol the seventeen members of the 
lature—upon the pledgu of the vote of 
the solid ilouae yesterday in regard to 
uiy course, and I am hero to vote iu good 
lailh to carry out the line of policy indi­
cated on Haitirday and indorsed by the 
House of Representatives.

Mr. Johnson, of Montgomery, moved 
that the resolutions and pending amend­
ments be postponed and made the special 
order for the lith of May next.

Mr. Cravens—Inasmuch as this debate 
has gone as far as perhapa is practicable, 
and inasmuch as many of bis party 
friends are not in fiivor of the concur­
rent resolution, and inasmuch as he did 
not feel authorized to assume the 
sponaibility of delaying legislation and 
further disturbing the harmony of this 
body, if the Henator from Montgomery 
would withdraw his amendment and mo­
tion to postpone, Mr. C. would put an 
end to the matter.
' Mr. Johnson, of Montgomery—I would 
like to know what kiud of an end? 
[Laughter.]

Mr. Cravens—I will say to the Senator 
that I will put an end to it that will be 
satisfactory to him.

Mr. Johnson, of Montgomery—With 
the understanding that I have the priv­
ilege of the floor to press the same amend­
ment, if it Is not satisfactory, I will with­
draw it.

Mr. Cravens—I go with no understand- 
ing—

The Lieutenant Governor — Does the 
Senator from Montgomery withdraw the 
motion to postpone?

Mr. Johnson, of Montgomery—Yes, sir.
Mr. Cravens—Then, with the consent of 

the Henate, in order to put this matter at 
rest and leave the whole matter and the 
whole responsibility in the hands of the 
majority, for them to take whatever 
course they see fit, I ask permission to 
withdraw both the joint resolution and 
the concurrent resolution.

The Lieutenant Governor—Is there any 
objection? The Chair hears no objection. 
It is so ordered. The Chair lays before 
the Henate this message from the House.

The Hecretary read an invitation for 
the Henate to attend in joint oonvention 
at 4 o’clock, in the hall of the House, to 
bear the Governor’s message.

The invitation was accepted, and the 
hour having arrived and passed. Sena­
tors repaired to the hall of the House in- 
stanter.

When they returned—
The Henate adjourned till 2 o’clock 

p. m. to-morrow.

DILLS TOR ACTS

It proposes that, on conviction, the 
offender shall be fined not exceeding 9ii0U 
nor less than tliM), to which may be 
added imprisonment not exceeding one 
year.

Mr. Stephenson—A bill [H. R. 313] to 
amend the act of May 6, ls">2, regulating 
praeecntions in cases of tiastardy, and 
providing for the support of illegitimate 
children.

It proposes to refer damages to the dis­
cretion of the Court, whether by annual 
payments to the mother, etc ; to require 
such defendant to replevy such judg­
ment, and in defoult, imprisonment three 
months, etc.

Mr. Keroheval—A bill [H. R. 314] to 
amend the act of June 17, 1852, providing 
for the settlement of decedents’ estates, 
etc.

Mr. Zollers—A bill [R. R. 315] to au­
thorize the Boards of County Commis­
sioners of the several counties to make 
appropriations and donations for the 
purposes therein mentioned.

It proposes to empower the Connty 
Boards to make appropriations for the 
parchaee of real estate and the erection 
of proper buildings for county asylums.

Mr. Hamilton—A bill [H. R. 316] to 
amend section 16 of the act defining felo­
nies and prescribing punishment there­
for, approved June 10,1852.

It respects the punishment for entice­
ments to female prostitution, and the evi­
dence, etc.

Mr. Wile—A bill [H. R.317] forthe pro­
tection of the manufacturers of cotton 
and woolen goods within this Htate.

It proposes to prohibit cities and town 
Conncils from taxing such.

Mr. McDonald—A bill [H. R. 318] to 
amend section 3 of the act of 1852, provid­
ing for the election and nrescribing some 
of the duties of Countv iwrveyors.

It proposes to provide that where, in all 
oases where a man is not satisfied with 
boundaries which have been once legally 
established, he shall pay the expense of 
the re-survey.

Mr. Vater—A bill [H. R. 319] repealing 
the act to amend the seventeenth section 
of the act for (be organization of County 
Boards, approved March 4, 1869.

Mr. Gordon—A bill [H. R. 320] to amend 
section 4’of the act to authorize and limit 
the allowance of Courts and Boards.

Allowances to attorneys and for assist­
ants of sheriffB—in ne case to exceed five 
dollars.
